Ontario Naturalists Need Your Hel 


Rising from the pently roll- 
ing countryside of Southern 
Ontario, the limestone ridge of 
the Niagara Escarpment runs 
like a giant’s backbone from 
Queenston on the Niagara 
River to the, Tobermory 
Islands on the tip of the Bruce 
Peninsula. If you have hiked 
any part of the Bruce Trail or 
skied the hills at Collingwood, 
you have paid homage to its 
rugged beauty. Much of the 
Esearpment is an enchanted 
place of waterfalls and clear 
streams, cool woods and crag- 
gy cliffs. An Eden in the midst 
of a countryside rapidly being 
stripped of ali its natural 
features. 

The top layer of the ridge is 
limestone with softer layers of 
sandstone and shale under- 
neath. Erosion of these softer 
layers has created the famous 
Escarpment cliffs. In places 
glacial debris has buried the 
rock face for miles. Because 
the land of the Escarpment is 
rugged and marginal as farm- 
land, much of it escaped the

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Measuring the latitude 
of where you live

‘e of Physical 
University of Guelph 

The spring equinox; March 
21, is a g time to make a 
simple measurement of the 
latitude of where you live. 
Remember the globe is dividec 
into lines of latitude. The equa- 
tor is zero and the 
poles are 90 degrees north and 
south respectively. The angle 
of latitude of a place in 
between is the angle “‘A”’ on 
Figure 1 between the equator 
and an imaginary line joining 
that pee to the centre of the 
Earth. . 

At noon on March 21, the sun 
is directly overhead at the 

uator. Let's call the place 
where you live X ofi the globe. 
Now pet that ‘a vertical 
object X-Y is placed there. At 
noon on March 21 (and for a 
couple of days on either side), 


the sun’s rays will strike this 


vertical object X-Y and cast a 
shadow X-Z. Figure 2 shows an 
expansion of this idea with the 
vertical object X-Y shown in 
the normal position. 

Angle B is the angle of 
elevation of the sun at noon. 
Because the sun’s rays reach 
the earth in parallel lines, the 
line Y-Z is parallel to the 
equator. From high school 

eometry, the angles A and B 
in the triangle X-Y-Z add up to 
90 degrees and angle A in the 
small triangle is equal to ay 
A at the equator, namely the 
latitude of where you live. 

Here's how to make the 
measurement. You will need a 
piece of Haas plywood, a 
six-inch nail, a hammer, spirit, 
level, straight edge ruler, and 
a_scientific calculator. Drive 
the six-inch nail through the

Then, just before noon this 
coming weekend (assuming 
the sun is shining), take your 
board and nail outside. Set it 
pie such a way that the 

dow of the sun falls on the 
wood, and use a spirit level to 
make sure that the plywood is 
exactly level. You can use 
scraps of wood or small stones 
to level it if necessary. At noon, 
measure the length of the 
shadow to the nearest 
millimeter. 

The height of the nail is X-Y 
on Figure 2, and the length of 
the shadow is X-Z. Length X-Y 
relic oe length X-Z is the 
tangent of the angle B. With 

our calculator, divide the 
ength X-Y by the length X-Z. 
When you have the result, 
press ‘‘Inverse Tangent’ on 
your calculator; the result is 
the angle’ B, the elevation of 
the sun above the horizon. 
Subtract the answer from 90 
degrees, and- that is the lati- 
tude of where you live. 

Check the answer against a 
map or atlas to see how close 
you are to the ‘‘professional”’ 
answer. When I did this experi- 
ment last year, just ouside 
Guelph, I obtained an answer 
of 44 degrees. This was less 
than one degree different from 
the value 43.5 degrees N shown 
on the map.

Study shows 


Agriculture is net loser 


in Free Trade 


Ontario’s agriculture and 
food sector stands to lose some 
$95 million in farm income as a 
result of the Canada-US. free 
trade agreement. 

This is the finding of an 
economic impact study 
released recently by the Ontar- 
io Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food. This. estimate does not 
include the substantial finan- 
cial losses expected in the 
multi-billion dollar food 
processing sector or the many 
uncertainties resulting from 
the final text. 

For the study, Ontario Mini- 
stry of Agriculture and Food 
economists analysed the likely 
economic impact of the 
Canada-U.S. trade agreement 
sector by sector across the 
industry over the past two 
years. This analysis, combined 
with data collected through a 
series of meetings with various 
segments of the agri-food 
industry, project the ramifica- 

tions of the bilateral free trade 
agreement

although some _ individual 
sectors of the agricultural 
industry may benefit to a 
minor degree because of the 
agreement, there are other 
serious losses for Ontario 
farmers. 

The study predicts losses of 
$50 million in the fruit and 
vegetable sector, $10 million 
for the dairy industry, $15 
million for the grade in ustry, 
$8 million for poultry growers 
and $30 million for wheat 
producers. Red meat produc- 
ers can expect positive bene- 
fits of about $18 million under 
the agreement.

Symptoms of heartworm 
disease are weight loss. chron- 
ic moist cough which gets 
worse after exercise and faint- 
ing. The dog may also tire 
easily and become weak and 
listless.

The soybean crushing indus- 
try has welcomed the elimina- 
tion of the current 22.5 per cent 
U.S. tariffs on soybean oil.

.5. northeast, they are 
concerned about competition 
from federally subsidized 
canola crushers in the 
Prairies. 

Federal commitments to end 
Western grain transportation 
subsidies on shipments of 
Western grains and oilseeds to 
U.S. northwest ports do not 
directly affect Ontario produc- 
ers. However, it is possible 
that Western producers may 
ship larger quantities to Ontar- 
io, because federal domestic 
transport subsidies will 
remain intact. 


Livestock and Red Meat

More funding approved 


Toronto - The Ministry of 
Health has approved addition- 
al annual funding of $1 million 
to provide financial assistance 
to 300 more patients in the cleft 
lip/palate program, Health 
Minister Elinor Caplan 
announced March 15, 1988. The 
program will eigen in eight 
Ontario hospitals. 

Total funding for this mini- 
stry ‘program, which now 
provides financial assistance 
to about 2,000 children and 
young adults, will be $3.1 
million a year. 

“The ministry introduced 
this program in 1986 to help 
relieve the financial burden 
slaced upon patients and their 
‘amilies to provide specialized 
dental treatment of congenital 
dental dysfunction. This disor- 
der is characterized by a notch 
or separation in the lip or 
palate that can impair both 
dental and bone structure,” 
said Mrs. Caplan.

A recent gssue of Nature had 
a report on the circulatory 
system of the giraffe. The 
mean pressure at the heart is 
twice that in humans and so 
the pressure in the arteries in 
the feet should be 60 per cent 
higher.

indeed returned by means of 
muscular pumping in the legs. 
As muscle activity compresses 
the veins, the blood is forced 
back up toward the heart 
When the muscles relax, one- 
way valves in the veins 
prevent back flow in humans. 
The muscles are prevented 
from pushing the blood back 
into the feet by the giraffe's 
anti-gravity suit, or at least 
anti-gravity stockings. The 
very stiff skin the feet and 
lower legs fits like an elastic 


bandage, preventing the 
volume of these regions from 
Ancreasing to accommodate 
venous blood and so forcing 
blood up. 

The problem with the blood 
supply to the brain is even 
more severe but different. In 
the brain arteries, the pressure 
is less than in the heart by 
about 50 per cent. In the veins 

ressure is about 15 per cent 

low atmospheric pressure. 
This is not achieved by valves, 
as in the legs, but by collapsing 
the jugular vein to increase the 
resistance to flow.

Even more astonishing is the 
fact that the giraffe can lower 
its head to the ground to graze, 
creating the same problem. in 
the brain as in the legs. In this 
case, the return mechanism 
completely chariges and the 
rhythmic working of the jaw 
muscles pumps the blood back 
up the vein, assisted by valves 
that work only in this direction 
and for this purpose. 

Medical doctors should be 
thankful to deal with relatively 
simple humans who do not 
have the circulatory problems 
of the giraffe. ;

Lieutenant-Colonel The. 
Reverend John Weir Foote, the 
only chaplain to receive the 
British Empire's highest 
honor, the Victoria Cross, 
passed away Monday, May 
2nd, in Cobourg, one day short 
of his 84th birthday. 

Born in Madoc in 1905 he was 
an active member of the 
community. Growing - he 
payee organ at our local 

resbyterian Church, worked 
in the brickyard and held a 

sition with Madoc’s Toronto 
ominion Bank. 

In 1929 he married Edith 
Sheridan and in the early 
1930's left Madoc to attend the 
University of Western Ontar- 
io. In 1934 he graduated from 
the Presbyterian Theological 
College in Montreal. 

August 19, 1942, allied forces 
stormed the beached of Diep- 
pe. Serving as a chaplain of 
the Royal Hamilton Light 
Infantry Lieutenant-Colonel 
Foote earned his Victoria 
Cross for his unprecedented 
bravery. Foote helped 
wounded soldiers from the 
beaches to waiting landing 
crafts; he then voluntarily 
gave up his space on a landing 
craft and unselfishly became a 
prisoner of war. During his 34 
months as a prisoner it is said 
that Reverend Foote preached 
to the other POW’s. 

After the war he became 
oe at Camp Borden, 
Quebec. In 1948 he won a seat 
as a Progressive Conservative 
in the Ontario Legislature and 
in 1957 suffered two heart 
attacks forcing his resigna- 
tion. From 1960.to 1969 he 
served as Sheriff for the North- 
humberland County. In 1982 
Branch 580 of the Royal Cana- 
dian Legion in Grafton was

Like crash diet programs, 
crash exercise programs are 
usually ineffective and can be 
very dangerous.

Long term rewards can 
include reduced heart disease 
and can reduce the risk of 
hardening of the arte- 
ties.

122nd Anglican 
Synod, Kemptville 


The Right Reverend Alan 
Read, the Bishop of the 
Diocese of Ontario, says there 
are more than “one million 
Canadians unemployed’’, and 
members of the church have to 
ask whether they will go “that 
further step into the political 
arena over social issues ” 

Some people with a Hg 
standard of living should 
sharing with those in need, he 
believes. Bishop Read 
applauds those church 
members providing meals and 
supporting food banks. But 
there is another side, he says, 
illustrated by the quotation, 
‘When I asked for food for the 
hungry, pee! called me a saint; 
when I asked wy they are 
hungry, they called me a 
communist’. 

At the 122nd synod of the 
Diocese of Ontario, Bishop 
Read addressed the major 
issues confronting the church, 
among them Canada’s political 
leadership. He says he is 
disturbed by the reluctance of 
government leaders to take a 
stand. ‘Responsibility was 
abrogated,’ he says, when 
federal and provincial politi- 
cians said the issues could be 
decided regionally or locally. 


About 250 lay and clerical’ 
delegates attended the three- 
day synod which began Thurs- 
ony May 5, at Kemptville 
College. The keynote address 
was delivered on Friday by the 
Most Reverend John Bothwell. 
Archbishop of Niagara. 

Bishop Read pointed out that 
this is a special year for the 
world’s 70 million Anglicans, 
the year of Lambeth. Lambeth 
is the place of residence of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, but 
signifies the larger conference 
to which the views of the synod 
will be taken. It takes place 
every ten years. 

Bishop Read recognizes the 
strong emotions many of the 
issues elicit. But he says Angli- 
cans won't ignore them though 
he recognizes the dangers 
implicit in them. ‘“The church 
has...to live its unity without 
destroying the gifts of diversi- 
"saa being broken apart” by 
them. 

Stewardship was of special 
concern to local delegates. 
Bishop Read says the survival 
of some parishes is at stake- 
because they are unable to 
meet expenses. He advocates 
the biblica., 10 per cent thithe.

This is why picking trilliums 
is illegal. Enjoy the woods full 
of trilliums and leave them so 
that they will carpet the forest 
floor again next year.

_ trillium’s root acts as a power- 
ful emetic, perhaps anyone 
caught picking one-should be 
forced to eat the root. 

However. the main threat to 
all wildlife. including our wild- 
flowers. is the disappearance 
or disturbance of habitat. As 
more and more woodlots disap- 
pear before bulldozers. 

reserving small natural areas 
comes increasingly urgent. 

Even where woodlots are 
saved from the bulldozer. they 
are often so. tidied and cleared

This letter illustrates what

pensioners. 

' | have read that Statistics 
Canada 1987 states that the 
poverty level for a single 
person living. in a city the size 
of Peterborough is $822.50 per

month. 

In early 1987, the pension of 
long-time retired employee A 
‘vas $570.44 per. month. 

In early 1987, employee B's 


widow received a pension of — 


$156.88 per month. 

The pension of employee C. 
who retired in -1986 from a 
similar job to those of A and B 
was $2293.63 per month. 

I believe these examples 
fairly well illustrate the treat- 
ment accorded tto all long- 
service, long-time-retired 
employees as a consequence of 
miserably small and occasion- 
al “ad hoc’ pension increases 
over the years. 

Following my various letters 
to editors which I started to 
write in cers § 1987, it is 
noteworthy that some 
previously-unheard-of pension 
increases have been received 
by these pensioners. Neverthe- 
less the pensions are still well 
below the poverty line. 

These pensioners ‘devoted 
their working lives to the 
and good reputation of

Since I understand that any 
pension adjustments will 
ig rs approval of the Ontario 
Cabinet. it would probably be 
helpful if concerned readers 
would refer this letter to as 
many of your MPPs as possi- 
ble, to endeavor to provide if 
not retroactive compensation.

tion for these. your former 
public servants, than is now 
the case.

Dear Deborah: 

Up until | was about fifteen 
years old. 1 thought I was 
leading a normal life. 

Then a month or so before 
my sixteenth birthday. I found 
myself in a -hospital bed 
answering questions, gettin 
lots of needles and learning a 
about a disease called 
leukemia. in other words, 
cancer of the blood. 

| had heard about cancer 
before. but not very much; so 
when the doctors said I had 
leukemia, and my mother got 
really upset. | knew whateyer 
this leukemia was. it must be 
bad. That’s when everything 
was explained to me. 

It was really hard having to 
learn about chemotherapy 
treatments and all the new 
drugs. but my mother and | 
took it one day at a time. 


At first there was no sign of 
cancer in my blood, but after 
the first bone marrow test, 
cancer was found. It usually 
only takes about twenty 
minutes to do a bone marrow 
test during which the doctor 
collects bone marrow from 
your hip or pelvic bone. It goes 
to the lab to be tested and 
looked at under a microscope. 
This one took two and a half 
hours because.I didn’t have 
any bone marrow, only cancer 
cells. 

I was diagnosed with acute 
yao leukemia on June 
2. 1987 


My mother thought it would 
be better not to keep anything 
from any of us children, my 
older sister Alexandra, my 
younger brother Kirk, and I so 
I knew everything that my 
mother knew. 

My grandmother came over 
from Prince Edward Island to 


stay with them while my 


mother stayed with me at the 
hospital. After a long decision, 
| decided against the regular 
treatments and participated in 
a study program which 
involved 30 centres across the 
U.S. and Canada. They were 
studying cancer in children 
and I hoped that if they could 
learn something from me 
maybe it could benefit other 
kids. 

The chemotherapy and other 
drugs changed my appearance 
almost immediately. It was 
very hard for me and.I became 


_angry because people were 


inting at me, staring at me, 
aughing or talking about me in 
public and in school. 

My face pot fat and my hair 
fell out. If I had been in a 
wheelchair with some other 
sickness that changed my 
appearance, le would not 
have been so rude. 

I felt | had enough to go 
through with my treatments, 
without being hurt in this way 
too. Just because I had cancer, 
it didn’t mean that I wasn’t the 
same person, I was and always 
will be me. Why is it that 
people change towards you if 
only your appease changes, 
I was still the same. 

It has been almost a year 
since this happened to me and 
my family and I am now in 
remission, going to school, to 
dances, shopping with my 
friends and babysitting like 
other teenage girls. 

After meeting you Deborah, 
and our talk of how people 
treat cancer patients that lose 
their hair, or in some way their 
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appearance c es, or other 
kids with other diseases that 
either puts them in wheel- 
chairs or changes their 
appearance, I hope our idea 
works. 

Somehow, Deborah, between 
you and me, we have got to tell. 
those people out there that we 
haven't.changed, please treat 
us the same-;as.itis really hard 
just going through with the 
treatments we have to get all 
the time. 

The other very important 
thing I want to say, is that 
speaking to you of having my 
dream come true has changed 
a lot of things for me. 


When you told me that 1- 


would be meeting Platinum 
Blonde, my favorite rock 
group, in Halifax on June 11th 
and that I will get to go on 
stage and have the lead singer 
Mark Holmes sing my favorite 
song, If You Go This Time, to 
me, something really great 
ay sort 
ust thinking about it gets 
me through the needles and the 
spinal taps. It gives me a 
really good feeling inside and 
makes me put a smile on my 
face no matter how I feel, and 
sometimes when I really think 
my dream may come true, it 
almost makes it worth it all. 
Having this dream come 
true almost seems like a 
reward for having to take all 
those treatments, swallowing 
all those pills, getting all those 
needles and having to put up 
with a chubby face sometimes, 
or losing my hair (which is 
growing back now for the 
second time in one year}. 
Deborah, I may have cancer, 
but cancer certainly doesn't 
have me. 
Thank you Deborah for my 
dream.

forests. By the year 2010, he 
predicts, this greenhouse 
effect could raise average 
world temperatures by over 
four dégrees celsius if Sparing 
continues at the present speed.

Rainforest destruction could cripple our environment and economy 


While the Workshop pointed 
the finger at fossil fuel 
combustion as the main cause 
of global warming, the scien- 
tists estimated that “‘at least” 
one-sixth of the problem is 
caused by deforestation. _. 

If that is the case, then forest 
destruction will soon start to 
affect - if it hasn’t-already - the 
bigger weather picture and our 
own ability to grow the food 
that is adapted to our climate. 

Environment Canada’s 
Canadian Climate Centre is 
now predicting that “major 
crop failures could become 
more frequent’ for Prairie 
farmers, while in Ontario 
alone, net losses to the 
economy could exceed 
$100-million per year. 

But farmers are not the only 
Canadians threatened by the 
destruction -of the rainforest. 
Our pharmaceutical industry, 
food importers, manufacturers 
and others would also be 
affected. 

According to the Tropical 
Forestry Action Plan - a joint 
study by the World Resources 
Institute, the World Bank, and 
two UN agencies - subsidies by 
Third World governments are 
driving forces behind forest 
exploitation. 


Thanks to these subsidies - 
sweeteners to foreign aid fund- 
ing that convince loggers and 
others to ‘chop down forests 
they otherwise couldn’t afford 
to touch - forests are coming 
down at the rate of 100 acres 
per minute, with no end in 
sight until the last remaining 
virgin forest disappears - an 
occurrence which, at the 
present rates of destruction, 
will occur in the lifetimes of 
our children.

Early Childhood Screening 


Free Program an Advantage for Kids 


Early Childhood Screening is 
offered by the Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties 
Health Unit Nursing Division 
to families of three to five year 
old children as a means. of 
assessing the child's level of 
development and health 
status. This is helpful to the 
parent in understanding how 
their child is progressing 
through the developmental 
stages. Suggestions may be 
given by the Public Health 
Nurse to the parent regardin 
activities which may be use 
at home to encourage the 
development of certain skills if 
the child has a slight delay in 
uny of the areas assessed. 

The Early Childhood Screen- 
ing is done once during the 
preschool years. between the 
apes of three and 
five. Screening is done on a 
regular basis from September 
to June of each year. During 
the year. from September 1984 
to June 1985. 1.700 preschool 
children attended geo 
ments in Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties. Each 
appointment takes about 45 
minutes and parents are 
encouraged to attend with 
their child. 

information regarding the 
child’s health history is noted 
and and health concerns 
discussed. Sometimes 
concerns such as allergies are 
noted and this ‘information 
may be important when the 
child starts School or a 
Nursery School program, it’ 
considering whether any 


special precautions must be 
taken. We encourage parents 
to think about this and discuss 
the situation with the Teach- 
er. Often parents have ques- 
tions about their child's eating 
habits. sleeping (patterns. 
behaviour or other matters 
they wish to discuss. Along 
with this health history infor- 
mation. a record of the child's 
immunization is obtained from 
the parent. Immunization 
can be given if the child 
requires it and the parent 
wishes to have it done. 


A Developmental Screening: 


is administered. This is a 
standardized tool which can be 
given either in the form of a 
questionnaire or by the Nurse 
working with the child through 
various developmental activi- 
ties. It is made up of many 
tasks of development in four 
areas: 

Personal-Social - tasks which 
indicate the child's ability to 
get along with others and to 
take care of him/herself. 

Fine Motor-Adaptive - the 
child's ability to see and to use 
his hands to manipulate 
objects and to draw. 

Language - the child’s ability 
to comprehend and carry out 
commands and to ake 
Gross-Motor - the child's abili- 
ty to do such activities as 
walking, jumping. or catching 
a ball. 

In using this screening tool. 
the tasks in each of the four 
areas that will be used with a 
particular child will depend on 
the age of the child at the time

Protect Our Emblem 


by Marion Strebig 
For the Federation of 
Ontario Naturalists. 

In our little woodlot the buds 
of the white trillium are fat to 
bursting. After a cool April 
they are a little late blooming. 
Perhaps because it has been 
our provincial emblem since 
1937, the white trillium is one 
wildflower everyone knows. 

In her Studies of Plant Life in 
Canada published in 1885. 
Catharine Parr Traill 
comments that “few of our 
indigenous plants surpass the 
trillium in elegance and beau- 
ty.... Although most people 
are familiar only with the 
white trillium, a Lapst 
common flower of the rich 
deciduous woods of southern 
Ontario, there are several 
other less common varieties. 
The deep red flower of the'red 
trillium. known also as squa- 
wroot or stinking Benjamin. 
gives off an unpleasant odour 
like carrion which attracts 
pollinating insects. Like the 
white trilllum it is most 
common in the moist woods of 
southern Ontario. 

Perhaps the most beautiful 
of all the trilliums is the 

yainted trillium with the red 
slave at its throat. and its 
streaked petals with the undu- 
lating edge: It thrives in the 
acid woods and swamps on the 
shield. and is seldom seen 
farther south. The nodding 
trillium. its head hanging dell- 
cately on its long drooping 
stalk. ranges even farther 
north and is rare anywhere 
south of the Canadian Shield.

All trilliums develop from 
underground rootstock 
irhizomes! which must store 
enough food during this grow- 
ing season to produce next 
year’s plants. Picking the flow- 
ers removes the leaves. the 
food-producing organs of the 
plant. so that the rootstock 
inay die of starvation. This is 
why picking trilliums is illegal. 
Enjoy the woods full of tril- 
liums and leave them sv that 
they will carpet the forest floor 
again next year. Since the 


irillium’s root acts as a power-, 


ful emetic. perhaps anyone 
caught picking one should be 
forced to eat the root. 
However, the main threat to 
all wildlife, including our wild- 
flowers. is the disappearance 
or disturbance of habitat. As 
more and more woodlots disap- 
pear before the bulldozers. 
yreserving small natural areas 
baranes increasingly urgent. 
Even whefe woodlots are 


‘saved from the bulldozer. they 


are often so tidied and cleared 
of undergrowth and native 
groundcover, like the delicate 
spring wildflowers. that they 
are as sterile environments as 
the cleared expanses of mowed 
lawn so dear to many people's 
hearts. 

In reaction to this manicured 
environment devoid of variety 
and life. many people have 
chosen to make their lots into 
miniature woodlots using 
native shrubs and wildflowers. 
This is often a positive step. a 
way of restoring the land. But 
there is a danger to other areas 
in this increasingly common

Jack-in-the-pulpit and yellow 
trout lily unless the vendor 
marks the bill of sale with 
‘Nursery Propagated”’ and 
signs the bill. Wildflower 
magazine urges its readers to 
try starting their own stock 
from seed or spores. 

Many species which are 
difficult to grow or are very 
slow-growing are being dug 
from the wild on a massive 
scale. The sudden and insati- 
able demand for wild plants to 
keep up with the “new” fash- 
ion in natural gardening has 
brought unscrupulous opera- 
tors into the business of supply- 
ing material from the wild It 
is up to each of us who is 
interested both in naturalizing 
our gardens and in preserving 
wild stock to check the origin 
of any plants we buy. If present 
trends continue. a woodlot 
white with our provincial 
emblem may become a rare 
sight.

situation. How the child feels 
about being there is taken into 
consideration and parents indi- 
cate whether today’s perfor- 
mance was ‘usual’ for the 
child.

Environmnet ministry 
releases updated list 


The Ministry of the Environ- 
ment has identified seven 
waste disposal sites which 
require detailed investigation 
to find if they pose a hazard to 
human health and the 
environment 

Closed landfill sites in Tren- 
ton, Picton. Emsdale, 
Cambridge. Norwich. Cobo- 
conk and Caledonia will under- 
go detailed hydrogeological 
testing to check for methane 
gas build-up and to see if 
nearby water sources are 
threatened. The studiés will 
cost between $35.000 and 
$50.000 each. 

We are prepared to require 
the owners to take remedial 
action at any of these landfills 
where we find a problem.” 
said Environment Minister 
Jim Bradley. 

The seven were identified by 
the ministry during its scru- 
tiny of 156 high priority sites. A 
further 186 sites are currently 
undergoing evaluation of site 
inspections and_ historical 
records searches to pinpoint 
those which merit more detail- 
ed environmental 
investigations. 

The ministry recently 
released a list of 3.850 Ontario 
waste disposal sites. The list’ 
updates a July 1986 inventory. 
and it includes 521 sites not 
accounted for in the earlier 
document. 

‘The inventory is part of our 
program to identify waste 
disposal sites with the poten- 
tial to affect human health or 
damage the environment, so 
we may act promptly.” said 
Mr. Bradley. 

“We are continually revising 
and expanding the inventory to 
ensure Ontario residents are 
kept informed of the locations, 
status and possible impacts of

Class A sites which have the 

otential to affect human 
rvealth and Class B sites which 
have the potential to affect the 
environment in general. 

Each class is subdivided 
according to criteria which 
consider type of waste 
idomestic/municipal or 
industrial/hazardous waste}. 
proximity to wells and water- 
ways, location (urban or rural) 
and, in the case of closed sites, 
the date of closure. 

A-1 and A-2 sites, for exam- 
ple. are thought to have 
received liquid industrial or 
hazardous waste in the past. 
are located less than 1,000 
metres from a well or stream. 
and are areas proposed for 
future land eevee. 

While the classification of a 
site describes its potential 
impacts, it does not imply that 
a pollution problem exists. The 
ministry is conducting detailed 
field investigations, on a prior- 
ity basis. to determine which 
sites are pn ee environ- 
ment now or are likely to do so 
in the future. 

Many of the. closed sites 
listed in the inventory were 
shut down .before the enact- 
ment in 1971 of legislation 
which required a Certificate of 
Approval for operation. Infor- 
mation is more limited for 
these uncertified pre-1971 
sites. 

The report, Ontario Ministry

Asparagus Parmesan 


One bunch or two pounds of 
fresh asparagus ‘the bunches 
run about 2 1/2 pounds); four 
tablespoons butter; salt and 
freshly ground pepper:

Wash asparagus and break 
off tough ends.

FLY CONTROL 
ON PASTURE 

If you want to increase 
pasture gains by as much as 50 
pounds per animal and reduce 
inkeye and other insect caus- 
ing diseases, you should 
consider an effective fly 
control program. 

The time to start the prog- 
ram is now if not sooner before 
the fly population builds up in 
the heat of the summer. While 
there are a number of insects 
including house flies, mosqui-, 
toes, warble flies and black 
flies that cause discomfort to 
livestock, the major concerns 
in this area are horn flies. face 
flies. 

Horn flies are particularly 
important as they belong to the 
group known as the ‘blood 
suckers . Face flies have suck- 
ing and sponging mouth parts 
and while they cannot pierce 
the skin. they do spread 
disease including pinkeye. 

A simple effective control 
over most of these flies is now 
possible with the use of insecti- 
cide impregnated. ear-tags or 
tapes. A number of tags are 
resently registered for use in 
oth beef and dairy herds. 

Products include bovaide, 
atroban and disvap. Cyanamid 
also has a product on the 
market this year. Some 
products may be more effec- 
tive for face fly control than 
others and some may require 
two tags to do the same job. 

Shop around - there ‘is some 
difference in price, but be sure 
to check the directions and 


follow them. Any of ,the © 


products used as directed 
should return good dividends. 

Where calves are running 
with the cow. tags for calves 
should not be necessary. The 
secret is to get the tags on as 
soon as possible before the fly 
pore has a chance to 

uild up.

In 1960, three electrical engi- 
neers at the University of 
Illinois published a paper in 
the journal Sciehee entitled 
‘Doomsday: Friday, 13 
November, A.D. 2026”. In this 
paper, they proposed a novel 
way to analyse the past record 
of the earth’s human popula- 
tion and to predict its immedi- 
ate future 

Scientists have — been 
attempting such predictions 
for many years. The simplest

his kind of analysis has 


been shown to be correct for 
many living populations, for 
example, bacteria in a growing 
culture, or insects with an 
infinite food supply. 

In such cases, a population of 
2.000 individuals increases 
twice as fast as a population of 
1,000. Such growth is called . 
constant percentage or expo- 
nential growth. Your savings 
account, if left alone, grows 
this way. 

In a finite environment, 
however, the population grows 
exponentially at first and then 
levels off, or even declines if 
the food supply is not renew- 
able. All such population 
models can be represented 
with simple mathematics. 

What the three engineers did 
was to attempt to take into

Amyotrophic 
Lateral 
Sclerosis 
“the Lou Gehrig Disease” 


Amyotrophic lateral sclero- 
sis is a deadly. little-known but 
fairly common disease of the 
nervous system. The cause is 
not known and there is no 
known cure. Life expectancy is 
generally considered to be 
about two to four years 

The disease is generally 
referred to as A.L.S. It is also 
known as the Lou Dehrig 
disease after the famous base- 
ball player who died of it. It 
killed Daven Niven, the actor. 

ALS can strike anyone. It 
generally occurs between 20 
and 90, with incidence normal- 
ly increasing with age and 
peaking in the 70's. It is as 
common as multiple sclerosis. 

In a study in southwestern 
Ontario of all patients who had 
died of ALS over a period of 
vears, the average time from 
diagnosis to death was 2.5 
years 

There is no treatment for the 
disease itself. Some surgical 
procedures and some drugs 
are used to treat symptoms, 
but the cause and cure remain 
medical mysteries 

ALS attacks the motor neur- 
ons which convey the brain’s 
electrical impulses or signals 
to muscles throughout the 
body. When the muscles do not 
receive these messages, they 
wither. lose their strength, and 
become useless. The patient is 
paralyzed, 

ALS manifests itself in diffe- 
rent ways, depending on which 
muscles weaken first. Some 
people begin to trip and fall; 


some lose the use of their | 


hands and arms; some find it- 
difficult or impossible to swal- 
low, and some have difficulty 
breathing. Someti 
tent fatigue is 
symptom.

Island Dream 


by Marion Strebig 
For the Federation of 
Ontario Naturalists 

Last weekend at Pelee 
Island, I experienced natural- 
ist’s burn-out. I’ went on a 
Federation of Ontario Natural- 
ists Membership Trip to this 
small island lying off the north 
shore of Lake Erie, midway 
between Ohio and Ontario, and 
found that even dedicated 
naturalists do have an exhaus- 
tion point. 

This most southerly point in 
Canada funnels migrants from 
both the Atlantic and Missis- 
sippl flyway. If conditions are 
right, as they were last 
Sunday, the number and varie- 


ty of birds resting and feeding 

here can be staggering. 
Islands are like places in a 
dream. A one-and-a-half-hour 
ferry ride separates Pelee 
Island from the rest of the 
world. Even though we had the 
luxury of comfortable vans 
waiting to transport us to an 
old house that had been 
converted into an inn, we still 
had the sense of having 
escaped for a time from that 
other world of traffic jams and 
noise and bustling impatience. 
On an island, one steps back 
in time. Human interference 
has been less drastic here. This

some loss of hearing as a result 
of damage to, or congenital 
malformation of the outer ear 
and the ear canal. 

Frequently, such malforma- 
tion or damage prevents these 
patients from wearing conven- 
tional hearing aids. The new 
device consists of a small 
metal screw about the size of a 
dime, and a sound processor. 
In a one-hour operation that 
requires only local anesthetic, 
the metal screw is implanted 
in the temporal bone of the 
patient’s skull. 

About ten weeks later, after 
the skin has healed over the 
implant, the patient is ready to 
start using the sound proces- 
sor. It adheres to the screw in 
the skull, through the skin, by 
magnetism. 
enter the processor through a 
baler eee causing the screw 
to vibrate. The vibrations 
travel through the temporal 
bone to the inner ear, bypass- 
ing the outer ear. The device, 
known as the Xomed Audiant 
Bone Conductor, is -manufac- 
tured by XOMED, a subsidiary 
of Bristol-Myers. World-wide, 
about 400 of the devices have 
been implanted over the past 
ten years, Dr. Wade said.

One whitethroat gave its 
melancholy melodious whistle, 
another answered and another. 

Tiny shapes danced and flit- 
ted and hung from branches as 
the warblers fed in a frenzy on 
the newly-active insects. A 
dozen species, including bay- 
breasted and Cape May. trea 
ed over a single tree.
